Boreeme Courr At Nis1 Privs—Chuel Justice
Woodward.—The Cluel” Justies this morning de-
lhivered the tollowing importaut opinion:—

Waterman & Beaver v4, Toe Pudadel phin and
Reading Raflroad Company, At Nisi Prios, Case
stated. The oplnionol the Court was delivered
by Woodward, C. J. The constitutionality of
the 97th section of the act of Congress of June
30, 1864, commouly called the “Exclae law,"
bewng conceded, or rather vot questioned, I am
©of opigion that the contract of the pactiss,
though made betore the law was passed, is within
the purview ot the U7th ssction, and that the
iron munufactured under that contract 13 subject
to the excise duties imposed by the act,

By the act of July I 1563, railroad lron was
subject te a duty of one doliar and a half a ton,
and pig iron, when used by the manufacturer in
mulaing rails, was, 1 sopposs, exewpt2d 1rom
nssessment by virtue of the 73d section of that

et.

But by the act of 1664 pig-iron i5 subject toa
duiy, two doliars per ton, aud the tax on ral
road fron is raized to three dollars the ton, apd
one ol the provisos of the 84th section (which is
the section that imposcs these fuxes) renda as
follows:—*"Provided that castings ol lron and
iron ol all descriptions advanced beyond plz-
iron, blooms, glabs, or loops, upon which no
duty has been assessed or pald, m the form of
pig-iron blooms, slabs, or luopy, shall be nssessed
and pay in addition 10 the forezoing rates ol
iron so advanced, a duty ol three dollars pur ton.”

The meaning of this legislation is that pig iron
should pay & duiyof two dotlars the ton, aul
1hat railroad iron manufactured out of plg iron
that has paid that duty shall itsell’ be pssessed
‘with three dollars the ton, but that railroad ron
made of pig won that has not been ussessed
shall pay six dollars the ton

As there was a large amount of pig lron on
hand when the sot of 1844 was passed, which
was not likely to boe resorned forassessment, the
Legisinture probably weant by the proviso to
tax it in the rorm of rulls, and as an lnducement
to manufactarers of rails to return their pig
iron lor assessment, the proviso makes the tax
on rails sowething higher than it would oe
duty were paid on the plzs,

It takes one ton and seven twenty-fourths ol
a ton of pig iron to make n ton of rails. At
two dollars per ton the pig iroa that eniers into
a ton of rails wonld pay about . 65

Add the duty on the rails . 300

And we have . . . . . . 9505

But if the §2'66 he not paid on the

iz iron, the ralls ghall pay per ton 6400

Add difference of tax per tonof . . '35

The plaiotifls are munufactiirers both of pig
Iron and railroud iron. They confracied with
the defendants in Febroary, 1864, to manalue-
fucture nud deliver 4000 tons of rals, of which
1662+16-80 were by the terms of the coniract to
be delwvered, and were actually delivered, after
the 1st of July, 1864, the date of the act of Con-
grese in quesiion. These rails wers manufac.
factured out of pig tron, which the pleintits also
manuiacture, but whethor before or alter the
dute of the law is pot ascertuined in tae case
stated,

1t 1z ndmitted, however, that mo doty had
been paid on the pig iron that entered into thess
ralls, and it is earvestly argued that no duty
was negesanble under the Act of 1864, becnusy
thws pig Tron was neither sold nor insored or
used by the munuracturers, Plg lron 1< no-
doubtedly an article of commetce, snd It s
equully certuin thut 1t was not sold as pig icon
in this instpoee, But under the Bith seetion ol
the act it was taxable it “used by the maaufic-
turer thereof,”

These are the very worls of the enacting
olanse. Aud cou it be doubled thal & manufue-
turer uses the pie lron when he converts, or, to
use n statutory word, adoances it lnto ra‘lrond
jiron, and then sells the rails? Pig'iron is never
used without coaversion or advancement into
some other (orm of iron. Buch couversion is,
indeed, the only use of which 1t is suscontible,
and I hold that the plaintiife “used” their plg
ron wilhin the meaning oo the statute when
they made rails of 1t

This conclusion, safticiently supported byfthe
words ol the 94th scotion, 14 strougly corrobo-
rated by the 83d and 86th sections of the snme

act,

We
have heard ofone farmer in the Faraoer's Markat
who lost within a few duys past twelve hen
ol splendid onttle, valuoed at $1500, o it somo
strange epidemic whose natore was pot aseer
tsined, The iustance ip not a solitary one, wnd
it 18, therefore, advisable lor cuile breedors to
be looking weil to the contition of their stock.
Tae digease hus produced an extroordinury (a-
wnlity 1. Europe and Asia, and It is probable
that it would prove just as destruotive iy Amne-
rlen. Sume of the most experienced and disdo-
guished men of foreicn countres have: endes-
vored to discover the mys=ieries of thie plague
among the brute grestion.

James Thacker, Veterinary Suvzeon, and a
man of close obeervation, snd bhigh abilites in
the Mandras Presidency, has boen engaged m
waiching the progyess and otfects o’ the diseasa.
He says that the murrsin is an epidemic, conta-
gious typhowd fever, whien commences o u
geperal  congestion, with o mucas alichares
from the eves and nostrils, followod by intlam-
mation of the “sbomusum” or lugl compartmait
of the stomach and futescines.
